What New Yorkers In 1765 Did For an 
Offensive Play. 


Hero is an account-of the sacking of 
a theater In New York from tho Ga­ 
zette of that city of May 3, 1705: 


Tho play advertised to be acted last 
Monday evening having given offense 
to sundry and divers inhabitants of 
this city, who thought It highly im­ 
proper* that such entertainment should 
be exhibited a t this time of public dis­ 
tress, when great numbers of poor peo­ 
ple can scarce find means of subsist­ 
ence, whereby many persons Slight be 
teiipted "to! neglect their bus$ess and 
squander that money which Is neces­ 
sary to the payment of their debts and 
the support of their families, a rumor 
was spread about the town that if the 
play went on the audience would meet 
with some disturbance from the multi­ 
tude. 


"This prevented the greatest part of 
thoso who intended to have been there 
from going. 
However, many 
people 
came, and, the play was begun, but 
soon Interrupted by the multitude, who 
burst open tho doors and entered with 
noise and tumult 
The audience es­ 
caped In the best manner they could. 
Many lost tbelr hats and other articles 
of raiment 
A boy bad bis skull frac­ 
tured and was yesterday 
trepanned. 
Death Is his. 
Several others 
were 
sorely set upon and Injured. 
But we 
heard of no lives lost 
The multitude 
Immediately demolished the house and 
carried the pieces to the common, 
where they consumed them In a bon­ 
fire."

After Hla Hletorlo Quarrel With Wales 
tha Beau Won a 8artorlal Triumph 
That Almost Choked Hla Royal Mas- 
tar With Envy and Diemay. 


It was Beau Brummel who was de­ 
scribed as "the glass of fashion and 
the mold of form," and today there are 
ordinarily only two things which the 
name of the famous dandy of the Eng­ 
lish court suggests. 
One Is an arbiter 
of fashion, the other the Incident in 
which Brummel asked of a companion 
of the Prince of Wales, "Who is your 
fat friend?" 


In 1830 Beau Brummel still was liv­ 
ing, and the New York Mirror, a week­ 
ly publication "devoted to literature 
and the fine arts." printed a biograph­ 
ical sketch of him as n figure in con­ 
temporary history. 
Reading It today 
makes very real a character now little 
more than a tradition. 


"For an dbscure individual without 
fortune or rank to have conceived the 
idea of placing himself at the head of 
society in a country the most 
thor­ 
oughly aristocratic In Europe, relying, 
too, upon no other weapon than well 
directed insolence; for the same Indi­ 
vidual to have triumphed 
splendidly 
over the highest and the mightiest—to 
have maintained a contest with royalty 
itself and to have come off victorious 
even In that struggle—for such a one 
no ordinary faculties must have been 
demanded," the Mirror said in its Issue 
of June 4, 1830. 


It will be well to recall here that 
George Bryan. Brummel's father, was 
Lord North's secretary; that the son 
at Eton and later at Baliol college ac­ 
quired a reputation for being a "swell 
dresser," and that still later he was a 
favorite of the Prince of Wales, who 
was to become George IV. of Great 
Britain. 
The Mirror related the fa­ 
miliar story of the "fat friend," immor­ 
talized in a Punch cartoon, explaining 
the circumstances which led up to i t 


A mutual friend had dared Brummel 
to give an order to Wales^ who was 
then prince regent and at a dinner the 
dandy said to him, "Wales, ring the 
belli" The prince did so and when a 
servant 
appeared 
said, 
"Show Mr. 
Brummel to his carriage." 
It was to 
repay the regent for this public humil­ 
iation that Beau Brummel uttered bis 
famous question the next day in the 
street 
The prince was growing cor­ 
pulent and/ sensitive of the fact so a 
feud between the two was launched 
with the remark. 


It Is an old story up to this point, bat 
the Mirror proceeded with some facto 
which probably have never been pub­ 
lished since. 
Brummel boasted that 
he would put the prince regent out of 
fashion, made his plans a t once and 
sprang his coup nt a brilliant 
ball 
givpn by the Duchess of Devonshire. 
In tho Mirror's own words: 


"When the whole assembly were con­ 
versing upon his supposed 
disgrace, 
Brummel suddenly stood in the midst 
of them. 
Could It be indeed Brum­ 
mel ? Could it be mortal who thus ap­ 
peared with such an cnclncture of ra­ 
diant glory about his neck? Every eye 
was upon him, fixed In stupid admira­ 
tion; every tongue, as It slowly recov­ 
ered from Its speechless paralysis, fal­ 
tered forth, 'What a cravat!'" 


And then the description of the era- 
vat which confounded the guests at 
the Duchess of Devonshire's ball: 


"There it stood, smooth and stiff, yet 
light and almost transparent; delicate 
as the music of Ariel, yet firm as the 
spirit of Regulus; bending with the 
grace of Apollo's locks, yet erect with 
the majesty of the Olympian 
Jove; 
without a wrinkle, without an indenta­ 
tion. 
What a cravat! The prince re­ 
gent saw and shook, and, uttering a 
faint gurgle from beneath the wadded 
bag which surrounded his royal thorax, 
he was heard to whisper with dismay: 
' 
him! What a cravat!' 
The tri­ 
umph was complete." 


Tho Mirror added that the Prince of 
Wales sent an emissary to Beau Brum­ 
mel to learn the secret of the wonder- 
ful 
creation In neckwear and that 
Brummel sent back word, "Tell your 
master that you have seen his master." 


It was not until his debts forced blm 
to flee from England and to take the 
obscure position of British consul at 
Caen, In France, whero he contracted 
more debts and Anally died.insane in 
1840, that the secret of the cravat be­ 
came known. 
The Mirror said: 


"There wos found ofter his depar­ 
ture written upon a sheet of paper 
upon his table the following epigram 
of scorn: 'Starch Is the man.' 


"Tho cravat of Brummel was merely 
starched. Henceforth starch was intro­ 
duced into every cravat in Europe."— 
Kansas City Times.

I s t a t e d last week t h a t certain of the 
enrth 
salts, otherwise called the 
min­ 
eral ash, namoly 
phosphorus und sul­ 
phur, were just as necessary to the life 
and g r o w t h of a treo as nitrogen. 
With­ 
out their presence there can bo no for­ 
mation of protein, no m a t t e r hdw care­ 
ful tho rancher m a y be to see t h a t he 
provides a plentiful supply of nitrogen. 


I t is equally true, though perhaps in 
a different manner, t h a t the earth salts 
play a 
vitally 
i m p o r t a n t 
part in the 
life processes of birds and animals, in­ 
cluding man. To some people who have 
never thought of salts except as th'. 
well known white powder which we al­ 
ways use with our meals, and 
m a y b e 
one other sort which is useful occasion­ 
ally, it m a y come as n e w s t h a t there are 
quite a number which are to be found 
doing their work in every p a r t of our 
bodies; 
which ought 
to be 
t a k e n — i n 
one form or another—in proper quanti­ 
ties^ every day of our lives. 
Roughly 
speaking, these salts consist of 
forms 
of lime, phosphorus, sulphur, potassium^ 
chlorine, magnesium, sodium, a n d iron. 
People, a n d animals or fowls, living uri-' 
der perfectly natural conditions, 
would 
probably 
find 
all .the salts 
necessary, 
without 
a n y 
trouble. 
N a t u r a l 
condi­ 
tions, however, in these days, are be­ 
coming more and more scarce, and so it 
a p p e a r s t h a t a m e a n s will h a v e to be 
found 
of 
m a k i n g 
good 
a 
deficiency 
which a t times is very serious. You see 
these 
salts, in addition 
t o t h e 
work 


which certain of them do in the early 
stages of our lives, by helping in the 
actual construction of our bodies—such 
for instance as lime, also take an active 
and unceasing p a r t in all the number- 
liss 
and 
often 
mysterious 
processes 
which are forevor going on in a healthy 
body. 
Sometimes they are called the 
nutritive salts because they play a very 
i m p o r t a n t p a r t in the various processes 
of tho assimilation of food, and -with­ 
out their presence the food will certain­ 
ly cease to feed. 
Again 
these 
earth 
suits are essential to nervous and mus­ 
cular reuction. 
To put tho m a t t e r as 
plainly us possible, although the amount 
of the earth suits which we require ap­ 
pears t o be so trifling to many 
pcoplo 
us to bo a m a t t e r of indifFerenoo; unlesi 
they can be obtained nccording to na­ 
t u r e ' s own rulo as to kind and quantity, 
something will speedily go wrong. Ann

under­ 
stood every d a y t h a t tho ways in which 
our food i s ' b e i n g prepared for us, first 
by tho refining methods of modern ma­ 
chinery, a n d next 
by tho thonghtlesri 
waste in tho a v e r a g e kitchen, t a k e out 
of it w h a t n a t u r e p u t in it, a n d meant to 
bo in it, for our good, these 
wonderful 
and vital salts.

T h i s w a s b e t w e e n 1801 a n d 1805, 
when the United States w a s engaged

Its very existence. 
J u s t ns soon ns our 
w a r broke out the w a r s h i p s of Eng­ 
land, 
Franco a n d Spain set sntl for 
Mexico a n d took possession of

our fleet would be stationed In the gulf 
of Mexico to look after o u r Interests.

ANHYDROUS LIQUID HYDROCYANIC 


ACID FOR FUMIGATION PURPOSES 


By Charles William Mally, M.Sc, T. B. 8., T. L. S. 


For the destruction of insect pests on 
fruit 
trees by jneans of hydrocyanic 
acid gns the usual practice is to gener­ 
ate the gas by the action of dilute sul­ 
phuric acid on potassium or sodium 
cyanide, either (a) dry, or (b) in solu­ 
tion. 
Either method leaves much <o be 
desired, for it not only takes time and 
care in preparing the chemicals, but 
there is also the danger of burning the 
tents by acid coming in direct contact 
with them through handling them; or 
tb.e absorption of fumes or vapors driv­ 
er iff during the generation of tfln gas 
may result in the familiar 
" r o t t i n g " 
of the canvas. 
The above factors are 
of 
special 
importance in connection 
v/ith vineyard fumigation for the de­ 
struction of the mealy bug, I'seudoco- 
cous capensis Brain, because the vines, 
|jwhether trelliscd or " b u s h , " must be 
covered 
with 
long, narrow sheets of 
gas-proof canvas, almost the whole of 
which is in 
CIOBC proximity 
to the 
freshly-generated 
gas by 
whatever 
means it is produced. The space enclosed, 
is very small, and hence only a small 
amount of gas is required. On account 
of the shape of the tent, the gas should 
be liberated at several points to secure 
a quick and uniform distribution. This 
means a number of small generators or 
points of introduction from an external 
generator. In military work the trouble 
•with acid and cyanide and generators 
increases the amount of strict super­ 
vision necessary, and the time required 
to do this work. On going into the mat­ 
ter of possible ways of improving on 
present methods, I decided to try to 
make use of the fact 
that the gas 
readily condenses on being 
subjected 
to a low temperature, and produces th-j 
anhydrous liquid hydrocyanic acid. The 
matter was discussed with the govern­ 
ment analyst, Br. C. V. Juritz, and latov 
on, with the assistance of Mr. W, W. 
Brighton-Manning, in arranging the de­ 
tails of a small experimental appara­ 
tus, a sinnll quantity of the liquid acid 
was produced at the entomological ex­ 
periment station, Rosobank, Cape Pro­ 
vince. 


The liquid acid proved to be much 
easier to work with than was anticip­ 
ated. On tosting it with different In 
soots, I came to Jjhe conclusion that the 
gas arising 
from "the liquid 
diffuses 
moro quickly, and is moro violent In its 
action than that from an ordinary gen­ 
erator. 
This is probably duo to the 
absence of moisture or other Impurities, 
which may, in tho case of generator 
gas, 
havo a retarding effect. 
Tf this 
holds in practical work it is an import­ 
ant item, for it involves a 
smaller 
amount of gns or else a shorter ex­ 
posure. 


Portions of ordinary 
silk 
ribbon, 
muslins, and bont-sail drilling saturated 
with acid showed no ill-effects after a 


fortnight. 
This also is of considerable 
practical importance, for it indicates 
that the " r o t t i n g " of fumigation tents 
under present methods is due to impuri­ 
ties 
from 
the ordinary 
generator. 
Whether there is a corresponding re­ 
duction in tho injury to plants has not 
been determined. 


The dangerous nature of the acid 
must not be overlooked, although, on 
the whole, with equal care in giving in­ 
structions as to its use, I consider that 
it is no more dangerous than bisulphide 
of carbon. 


Under normal conditions, it may be 
possible for manufacturing chemists to 
pioduce tho anhydrous liquid acid eco­ 
nomically, possibly from low-grade ma> 
tcrials that are not suitable for fumi­ 
gation under present methods, and ship 
it as a commercial article in place of the 
cyanide and acid. In such case, it will 
simplify 
practical 
work, because the 
acid which vaporises very quickly on 
exposure to the air, can bo injected 
through suitable openings in the tent 
Dr other enclosed space, and* thus do 
uway 
with disagreeable and cumber­ 
some generators and the accompanying 
by-products. 
Tho practical 
results 
should be more reliable than by present 
methods. 


A larger apparatus is being arranged 
with a view to producing a sufficient 
quantity for Held tests.'

Tho advantages |n |avor of tho liqiiid 
will more than counterbalance a possi­ 
ble higher inttinl cost unless tho dif­ 
ference is too great. 


Thoro will be'an ever-increasing .de­ 
mand for this, especially in vineyards 
and citrus orehnrds, and I should like 
very much to got your opinion on the 
production of tho liquid in commercial 
quantities to replace the present cyan­ 
ide-sulphuric-acid mothod of producing 
the gas.

OLD 
KASSAW VILLAGE. 


Curious Alaskan Landmark In theTon« 
gaaa National Forest. 


No other locality Is quite, like "Old 
Kassnn National Monument," a unique 
tract of land held by the United States 
government. It constats of thirty-eight 
acres within the Tongass national for­ 
est, Alaska, and the tract embraces the 
well known abandoned Ilnidn Indian 
village of Old Kassan, situated on 
Prince of Wnles Island, In southeastern 
Alaska, about thirty 
miles west of 
the city of Ketchikan, 


The village was abandoned by the 
Indians about ten years ago. 
Among 
the relics which remain there are about 
fifty Indian totem poles, five or six of 
which are classed us exceedingly good 
specimens. 
In the deserted 
village 
there arc also eight large square build­ 
ings which were originally construct­ 
ed according to the peculiar plan of the 
Elaida Indians and which, It Is stated 
by those licst qualified to know, repre­ 
sent tho best specimens of Halda ar­ 
chitecture that now exist 
The largest 
of these buildings Is approximately 40 
by 00 feet In size nnd Is made entirely 
of round and carved timbers. 


There also remain a number of In­ 
dian graves, with the typical small 
grave houses erected by the Alaskan 
Indians. 
"Kassan" ts said to be the 
Indian word which means "a pretty 
town," nnd nIL reports agree that the 
village was well named. 
T h e fact 
that the village was occupied by the 
Indians for many years explains (be 
local name*, "Old" Kassan, by which 
It Is widely known. 
Since the village 
was abandoned by the Indians the 
buildings have been 
rapidly 
falling 
into u state of dilapidation and decay. 
—Exchange.

WHEN PETROLEUM WAS 
F R E E . 


That Was Vary Early In the History 
of This Country. 


The first reference to the discovery 
of petroleum In America was contain­ 
ed In a letter written In 1020 by Joseph 
de la Roche d'Alllon, a French mis­ 
sionary working among the Indians. 
He bad crossed the Niagara river and 
made his way southward 
through 
western New York Into northern Penn­ 
sylvania/ where be found a spring 
from which oil flowed. This oil was 
highly esteemed by the Indians for 
medicinal uses. 


The letter of tbe priest was publish­ 
ed in 1032 In Sagard'fl "Histolre du 
Canada." 
This oil spring was proba­ 
bly identical with the one described 
by tbe Massachusetts 
Magazine in 
1789:

"In tbe northern part of Pennsylva­ 
nia there Is a creek called OU creek, 
which empties into, the Allegheny riv­ 
er. It, Issues from a spring qn*the lop 
of which .floats an oil similar to that

lected some of the oil and bathed^ their 
joints with I t This gave them'great 
relief from the rheumatism with which 
they were afflicted."—New York World.

W e 
were charged only eight, a n n a s (sixteen 
cents) a d a y f o r our accommodation

The missionary's w a r n i n g had n o ef 
feet on us, "for w e h a d h e a r d of cholera 
before a n d expected to hear of it again 
E v e r y I n d i a n city generally h a s a n u m 
b e r of cases of cholera and other con 
tngeous diseases. 


If we h a d t a k e n the advice of every 
m a n who told us t o move on because of 
an epidemic we should h a v e been h u s t 
led o u t of t h e country in n e x t t o no 
t i m e . I t w a s our custom t o reduce our 
chances of catching cholera b y d r i n k i n g 
o n l y bottled 
liquids a n d e a t i n g . o n l y 
thoroughly-cooked food. 


W e drove a b o u t Benares in a j u t k a , 
one of t h e most picturesque vehicles i n 
t h e world. I f a n y b o d y h a d t h e courage 
to ride one down t h e S t r a n d or along 
B r o a d w a y h e would a t once b e arrested. 
I t is a two-wheeled cart d r a w n b y a 
horse t h a t , t o j u d g e b y his appearance, 
Bcldom gets a chance to eat. There i s no 
place for the driver or passenger t o sit, 
and they Btick on a s best they can, let­ 
t i n g their feet d r a g in tho street. 
Rich­ 
ardson and I mounted one of* these odd 
carriages and took in the sights of the 
city. 


B e n a r e s seemed to b e the rendezvous 
for all the feeble-minded, crippled, and 
destitute persons of India. F a k i r s , beg­ 
gars, a n d religious 
fanatics 
were as 
numerous as the flies. The temples were 
thronged w i t h pilgrims from all p a r t s 
of t h e empire, a n d t h o Ganges w a s 
crowded 
with 
natives 
b a t h i n g in t h e 
m u d d y 
w a t e r a n d even 
d r i n k i n g t h e 
filthy 
liquid. T h e J a l Sain G h a t w a s a 
gruesome place. 
Hero tho bodies of tho 
high-caste deceased H i n d u s are cremat­ 
ed on piles of wood.

AN EMBROIDERED CEILING. 


It Once Graced the Chinas* Imperial 
Palacs at Peking. 


One of the most beautiful and elab­ 
orate pieces of embroidery ever exhib­ 
ited In New York was the ceiling of 
the council chamber of the imperial 
palace a t Peking. 
This celling was 
formed of yellow silk of heavy quality 
that 
much 
resembled 
faille in the 
weave. The back was of a greenish 
blue, woven in a small diamond pat­ 
tern. 
The total measurements of it 
all were twenty-one feet six incbeji 
long and nineteen feet six Inches wide. 


The design with which it was em­ 
bellished was an Imperial dragon In 
the center and four others, one In each 
corner. Encircling these a groundwork 
was formed of cloud pattern, and dis­ 
persed were small bats and other sym­ 
bols. The cloud effect was worked out 
In blue and purple and the bats In 
pink. The dragons were largely gold 
wdrk, and a threefold line of gold sur­ 
rounded each part of the design. 


The story of this celling and how It 
came to New York Includes a small 
part of Chinese history and custom. 
It was In the imperial council chamber 
at Peking that the envoys of the va­ 
rious nations met In 1002 to settle the 
Boxer difficulties. At the close of the 
session a representative of the emper­ 
or courteously informed them that the 
contents of tho chamber were consid­ 
ered profaned by the presence of for­ 
eigners and that they were therefore 
at liberty to divide among themselves 
the chamber's 
furnishings. In this 
manner the ceiling fell to the share of 
the American envoy.—St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch.

Professor Cleveland Abbe, the Amer­ 
ican meteorologist, was generally,cred­ 
ited with being the father of scientific 
weathor forecasting.

essary impetus to the movement was 
given la 1854, during the Crimean war, 
by a violent storm In the Black sea. 
which caused havoc among the allied 
British and French vessels. One French 
warship w.as wrecked, and In conse­ 
quence of this disaster the astronomer 
Le Verrier (tho co-discoverer of Nep­ 
tune, appropriately enough) was com­ 
missioned by the French government 
to investigate tho meteorological con­ 
ditions a t the time of the storms.— 
Westminster Gazette.
